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“THE OPEN WINTER” 


1816. 


It Lasted Twelve Months and There Was no 
Summer. 
Frnm the Omaha [{World. 

“The open winter’ of I888-89 will have a 
companion when the history of the century is 
written. The year 1816 enjoyed an “open win- 
tér’’ during the entire tweive months, being 
frequently referred to by contemporaneous 
writers as ‘“‘the year without asummer.’”’ All 
through thé settied portions of wie United 
States there was a frost in every month, crops 
were ruined and farmers called it the year of 
“Fighteen hundred and starve to death.’’ 
Snow fell in November of 1815, but there was 
none in December or January to speak of. 
Christmas and New Years was ‘‘warm, open 
and green,’’ and faithful to the old saw that 
‘‘a green Christmas makes a fat churchyard.”’ 
The old people predicted all sorts of dire cala- 
mities, and the results would justify it. Jan- 
uary was.a yery mild month, the sun shone 
every day. anda little snow that fell hardly 
covered the earth and soon melted. 

People prepared for great storms and ex- 
treme cold weather in February, but were dis- 
appointed as it was even milder than January, 
Toward the end of the month and during the 
first days of March, a terrible storm raged and 
eave place to cold and boisterous winds. The 
weather in danuary was repeated in April, but 
grew colder as the days passed, ending with 
snow and ice and very low temperature. In 
May ice formed an inch thick on the rivers and 
streams, buds and tlowers were frozen and the 
entire corn crop was killed. Frost, ice and 
snow were common in June, and all attempts 
to raise vegetable products failed. The condi- 
tion of the farmersis described as being des- 
perate, and they were compelled to hoard their 
crops of the year preceeding and necessitated 
a big -increaso in prices. Almost every 
thing was kHled and thefruit was nearly all 
destroyed. 

July was accompanied with frost and ‘ice. 
The fourth was cold and a blustering wfnd, 
raw and uncomfortable swept the entire Atlan- 
tic coast. On the following day ice -was formed 
of the thickness of window glass, in New 
York city, all through New England and in 
Pennsy!vania. In August fice half an inch 
thick was frequently seen. September and 
October presented the nearest approach of 
suminer weather than any other month in the 
year, but in November extreme cold weather 
began, and a severe winter continued up. to 

April, when summer began and permitted the 
fsrmers to realize bounteous crops. 

The same condition of affairs existed in 
Fneland as in this country, only it was not so 
severe. Liu central New York it is stated, corn 
was so Hbadly trozen inthe summer that ie was 
eut down anddried for fedder. The warm

The People in all Parts of the State Moving 
in the Matter-—Some Practical Legisia- 
tien to be Demanded. 


The proposed road congress, to be held in 
Atianta on the 22d of May, will be the most 
notable gathering, practically considered, ever 
held in Georgia. Itis a subject which comes 
home to eyery man. The agitation for the 
improvements of the public roads was begun 
in THe ConstTiTuTIONn several years ago by 
Rev. Atticus G. Haygood. In a letter written 
at that time the reverend gentleman stated 
that if he undertook the Christianization ofa 
state, his first step would be to give the people 
good roads. Upon this statement he builta 
splendid argument, and now the fruit is pre- 


senting itself, . 

The Thomaston Times says: ‘‘Upson wil 
be entitled to two members in the meeting. In 
view of the fact of the grand jury finding so 
many road commissioners derelictlin their duty 
and the roads in bad‘ condition, we think it 
would be well for our county to be represented. 
And while that congress may find some ®etter 
plan to work the public roads, yet we think 
for each county to work them with its con- 
victs is the best plan which has been sug- 
gested and by which two questions would be 
solved at once, that of how to dispose of the 
convicts and how to work the roads.”’ 

Hogansville Sun: Chairman Flemming, of 
the cominissioners of roads and revenue, will 
soon issue a call for a mass meeting to select 
delegates to attend the road congress, which 
will meetin Atlantain May. ‘This will be 
one of the most important meetings ever held 
in Georgia and the Sun hopes that every citi- 
zen is fuliy awake to importance. 

Stutesboro Eagle: A road congress will meet 
in Atlanta on May 22nd, to devise ways and 
means toimprove the public roads. ulloch 
will send a delegate. Good roads do much to 
build up a country, and Bulloch county should 
see that the roads are improyed. 

Valdosta Times: The newspapers are 
whooping up the dirt road congress which is 
to meet in Atlanta in May next. Itis pro- 
posed for every county in the state to send’up 
delegates, and we hope the south Georgia 
counties will be represented. Lowndes, Ber- 
rien, Clinch, Echols and Coffee counties ought 
to be represented—in fact all south Georgia. 
Some plan will be formulated for a new road 
law, and the conditions in south Georgia are 
not altogether the same as those in middle and 
north Georgia, and south Georgia ought to be 
heard in the meeting. Something is going to 
be done, but wheen the wheels are lifted out 
ofthe old ruts then the dirt is going to fly. 
Somebody will get sanded. All the same 
Georgia needs a better road law and_ better 
roads. She is fifty years behind in this par- 
ticular. 

Crawfordsville Democrat: The people of 
Georgia have called a road congress to meet in 
Atlanta on May 22. Good roads are a bad ne- 
cessity in this state. The road congress wilt 
be an event in Georgia next spring. * 

Sandersville Mercury: Good roads are badly 
needed in this state. 

Oglethorpe Echo: That something is need- 
ful to-be done to insure us better public thor- 
oughfares is evident to every traveler of our 
roads. Though our road laws may be good, as 
is claimed for them, there is a lacking in their 
enforcement or neglect of their requiremenis 
that makes them the same as dead Jaws on our 
statute books. The consequences are our 
roads are becoming more and more impassable 
until they haye gotten to where they are by no 
means a credit to our civilization and advance] 
ment. Time and again efforts have been made 
in our superior courts to correct this growing 
state of affairs, but they have generally failed 
in their intentions, and ithis become evident 
that there must be some radical changes in 
our road laws, or better plans devised for their 
rigid enforcement, else our roads will soon be- 
come practically impassable. That this is 
necessary the state over is shown by the uni- 
versal cry of the state press for their better- 
ment. The plan suggested that the counties 
of the state send delegates to a congress to 
consider this question “is, We think, the best 
plan to remedy. this evil. If the different 
counties will select delegations of practical 
mem who have or will givo tho itattex corivds 
consideration we have no doubt but that that 
congress can and will devise plans which will 
remedy the evil. To suggest a remedy or rem- 
edies to such a body of men would be presump- 
tious, but wecan but risk the suggestion that 
the only permanent remedy will be to work 
the roads with the county convicts and direct 
taxation. This we know is nota popular sen- 
tinrent, but when the matterjis thoroughly con- 
sidered it will be acknowledged to be the 
only one that will guarantee us good roads 
kept permanently in good order. Our present 
way of working amounts practically to a tax, 
but it ig so poorly collected and -applied that it 
amounts to next to nothing. Besides it works 
unjustly to some and relieves others who 
should contribute more than they do to this 
public duty. We hope to see every county in 
the state interest itself in the proposed road 
congress and select delegates of their best citi- 
zens to attend it. These in aconvention will, 
we are sure, devise acceptible plans that will 
insure the state better roads. 

Macon Telegraph: The condition of the pub- 
lic roads in Georgiais bad. Everybody real- 
izes this fact, and there is a strong sentiment 
in favor of the enactment of better road laws. 
The time is ripe for this reform, and what we 
need to insure it is the crystallization of public 
sentiment into some practical method of im- 
proving the roads. The slip-shod fashion in 
which they are now cared for is a reflection on 
the intelligence and interprise of the state. 
Tne road congress will meet more than a month 
before the summer session of the legislature, 
and if the right sort of men compose that body 
itought to be able to outline some definite 
policy upon which effective legislation can be 
had. 

Elberton Gazette: Elbert county should be 
represented by all means. 

Hamilton Journal: The road congress, to 
be held in Atlanta in May, should be well at- 
tended. Many counties have commissioners 
of roads and revenues, and every board of this 
sort ought to have a reprefentative at this con- 
gress. It would pay the county he represents 
to defray his expensese What the country 
most needs 1s not more roads, but better ones. 
The congress will prove a blessing to the state 
if it creates a public sentiment that will de- 
mand better roads. 

Guyton Chronicle: If some of our citizens 
will take the trouble of traveling over a few of 
Eftipgham’s public roads, they will then be in 
favor of sending half a dozen representatives 
to the road congress, which convenes in At- 
lanta May 22d.

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GENERAL SALM-BALM. 


The recent article in Tue Constitution 
concerning the Princess Salm-Salm, who now 
resides at Bonne-on-the-Rhinc, reminds me of 
a few personal incidents in the life of her 
erratic husband while he was in command of 
te department of the “Cumberland, with 
headquarter at Atlanta, im 1865. These re- 
miniscences will, perhaps, serve to give an 
insight into the character of this somewhat 
redoubtable Germano-American general. He 
was simply a soldier of fortune—in politics, if 
anything—an imperialist, who would gladly 
have made an empire out of the United Statea, 
as he afterward contributed all in his power to 
establish such a government in Mexico. He 
had no conception of republican principles, 
whether they affected the state or the church. 
Neither had he any love or respect for the 
negro, whose interests he was sent here to 
look after, and whose orders were especially to 
see that ‘“‘they did not suffer.”’ 

A policeman of Atlanta was called upon by 
a Whitehall street merchant to eject a drunk- 
en, insolent negro man from his store. The 
police officer politely requested the negro to 
desist his abuse, or leave. This le refused to 
do, but immediately turned on the ofticer and 
grappled him, and was getting the best of the 
fight, until the officer used his billy with great 
success on the negro’s head. The negro man 
sank down, and for a time was supposed to be 
mortally injured—the skull being fractured. 
The affair was at once reported to General 
Saim-Salm, who caused the policeman’s arrest 
and imprisonment until it was settled that the 
fellow would live. The day came for tho trial 
of the policeman, and I was requested by an 
uncle of the policeman, who had been a mess- 
mate of mine inthearmy of northern Vir- 
ginia, to go along and use whatever intiuenuce 
I might have for the release of his kinsman. 

In a little while the case was calied and the 
judge advocate, or some other officer, informed 
General Salm-Salm thatthe negro man did 
not die from the lick, but had suffered a great 
deal of pain. Whereupon the general in- 
structed the guard of soldiers to let the police- 
man go, that he ordered his discharge. 

We immeciately left the room and descended 
to the first floor and were about to go 
out on the street when an _ orderly 
came rushing wildly after us, 
saying that the general wanted “that man to 
come back.’”’ With some fears that the young 
man was yet toreceive some further punish- 
ment, we went back, and awaited the gen- 
eral’s orders. He required the pollceman to 
stand up, and asked himin broken English: 
‘‘Are you z6 man who heet the ne-gar?’”’ On 
being answered in the affirmative, he con- 
tinued: ‘‘Vell, zir, I zends for you to say zat 
you moost not heet zene-garso hard az to 
make him zuftar zo muclxy I shall not per- 
meetit any more. In ze futah, ven you be 
compel toheet ze ne-gar, be zertain to kill 
him; zir, ze ne-gar moost not zuffer!”’ 

With these instrnetions we left the general’s 
presence, and I never saw the good-natured 
German tyrant any more, 

Not long after my return to Dahlonega, after 
the above occurrence, it turned out that the 
colored members of the Baptist church in the 
town, nearly a hundred strong, were greatly 
stirred up, some wishing to remain in fel- 
lowship with the whites, while others wanted 
to go to themselves. How to settle the ques 
tion wasthe absorbing topic. All those who 
had indulged in sin ‘‘enduring of the war,’’ be- 
ing largely in the majority, wished to start a 
church without asking leave of ‘their 
white brethren, The few whose characters 
would still “hold water’ objected and preferred 
asking for letters ofjdismission.,Among the for- 
mer class was Khev.Sam Burt,of Dawson county, 
the colored preacher who had been charged 
with stealing bacon. He’ was unwilling to ask 
“favors of any Baptist white man,’’ and said 
he knew of a better way out of the difficulty 
by laying ‘‘de case before Massa Sam-Sam in 
Atlanta,’”’ and to that Cesar he would appeal, 
and to him he represented that the white 
Baptists bad the colored Baptists “‘corraled”’ in 
Jahlonega, ‘‘and would not let them go ’cept 
they wanted to.’’ Salm-Salm knew no more 
about the rules governing the _ establish- 
ment of a Baptist church than he did 
about those questions which led to 
the secession oi the -southern states, 
But as he was sent down  sowvdh 


bY GY @Tl UUO poued bin enum dD te the meopgrwnas ha 
promptly furnished preacher Burt with orders 
to serve on the white Baptists at Dahlonega. 
The document reached town. and an old Bap- 
tist darky, one of the minority, procured the 
original instrument from ‘“‘Brother Burt,” and 
brought it to me, at the same time asking me 
for advice as to what ought to bedone. I 
earefully read the paper, and I have ofttimes 
regretted that I did not keep a copy of it for 
future reference, and to remind me of the 
times when “‘they tried nen’ssouls.”’ It read, 

however, substantially as follows: 
ARMY CP THE CUMBERLAND HEADQUARTERS, } 
ATLANTA, Ga., ee 

Whereas, It is reported to these headquarters that 
there are many colored people in-and about Dah- 
lonega, Ga., who belong to a sect called the Bap- 
tists; and 

Whereas, The white members of said sect, not 
recognizing the fact that said colored people have 
been ema! @'pated, refuse to allow said colored peo- 
ple to depart and enjoy their aforesaid treedom, It 
ls, tunerciore, 

Ordered, That all of said colored persons be dis- 
missed and discharzed from said Baptist church, 
aud they are hereby allowed to set up a cliurch for 
themselves. 

Any white Baptists refusing to obey this order 
will suficr arrest and imprisonment.

General Commanding. 

My experience with ‘‘army orders” for four 
years satisfied me that the order of Salm-Salm 
was not only genuine, but original. When the 
colored brethren learned that the general was 
a Roman Catholic, and had noright to ‘‘goster” 
over ‘‘free will’’ Baptists in that way, the bet- 
ter class of them called for letters of _dismis- 
sion, and founded their little chureh in true 
gospel order, and is a flourishing and well-con- 
ducted church to this day. This was as near 
as any Catholic ever came to be the head of a 
Baptist church inthis or any other country. 
Brother Burt was left out in the cold, and 
finally went west, and was lost sight of. 

About this time Captain J. W. Woodward 
revived the Dahlonega. Signal. One of his 
eorrespondents, who wrote over the non 
de plume of Hattie Hawthorne, was hitting 
politics right and Jeft, and making things 
lively for ‘‘hog backs,’’ ‘‘mossy backs,’’ and 
people of that sort. Lhe men folks began to 
look up, and have a little courage. <All the 
other papers in the state, nearly, and there 
were only a few at that time, had struck col- 
ors, and were tame along side of Woodward’s 
little Mountain Signal. New subscribers be- 
gan to pour in, all wanting to read mere and 
more from Hattie Hawthorne. Extreme radi- 
cal and returning deserters, of course, lodged 
complaints with Salm-Salm, and desired that 
he should make treason odious once more. In 
fact, it waa alleged that secession had again 
broke loose in the mountains. 

One daya stalwart cavalryman rode up to 
the Signal office, dismounted, walked in, and 
handed a written order to Editor Woodward. 
It was an order command ng him to send to 
headquarters in Atlanta copies of the Signal 
at once by the bearer, sothat the question of 
treason might be investigated and determined 
at headquarters.

county. The officers of courts are only to blame 
in proportion to theirsnfluence as citizens in 
Holding up these progressive notions. 

‘‘Courg week used to be the next thing to 
camp meeting times. Every fellow put on his 
best jeans suit and went to the county seat and 
when they entered court it was with 
erential feeling like unto that of going into a 
place of worship. What would this young 
generation think of opening court by calling 
upon the Lord to save the state and honorable 
court.

How the Bishop Would Solve the Face 
Question and Other Problems, 
hoanoke, Va., Special to the Baltimore American, 

February 18, 

Bishop Newman addressed one of the largest 
audiences last night ever assembled in this city. 
His theme was “‘Religious Education in the 
South.”’ Hesaid: ‘‘The purest blood in Amer- 
ica flows through the veins of the sons of the 
south, and he did not know but that they ought 
to thank God that they were born south of the 
Potomac. In the north the native-born. citizens 
were engaged ina death grapple with a dan- 
gerous foreign element, with ideas antagonistic 
and dangerous to our form of republican gov- 
ernment. This element was obtaining a foot- 
hold in congress, in state legislatures and in 

nunicipalities and the day might come when 
the south would have to march forth to pre- 
serve our dearest national institutions from 
foreign encroachment.’ 

* With reference to the race problem the bish- 
op said that recently, while visiting the gov- 
ernor of South Carolina, he said tohim: ‘If 
the people of the sonth will commit,the settie- 
ment of this question to me, I will dispose of 
it quickly.

MRS. WOMMACK’S CARE. 

On Wednesday morning, January 30th, 
three days before her husband manifested any 
syiuptoms of hydrophobia, Mrs. Womack 
was bitten by the house cat. 

She had just got cut of bed and was stand- 
ing before the fire with her back towards it. 
The cat waslying under a chair. Snuddeniy 
and without any warning whatever the cat 
sprang at her foot and bit through the back of 
the foot just above the heel. Mrs. Wommack 
struggled for some time before the cat turned 
loose. Mr. Wommack shot and killed the cat. 

Tom,” the house cat, had been ‘‘fractious,’’ 
as Mrs. Wommack describes it, for five or six 
days before it bit her. The day before this it 
had scratched one of the little girls, one about 
two years old. 

HER WOUND. 

There are four little points, two on each side, 

here the teeth went in, and onthe back of 
the foot, between the teeth inarks, there isa 
lumpin the flesh. Around each of the four 
teeth marks isan inflamed area, each nearly 
cirenlar, and not more than an eight of an 
inch in diameter. 

The bite healed up quickly, as Mr. Wom- 
mack’s did, and she never thought of it again 
until after her husband died, and it was sug- 
gested that the cat bite had caused his death. 
The slight inflammation of the wound has re- 
apperred within the past few days. 

It has been twenty-five days since 
Womack was bitten. 

THE MADSTONTE. 

Soon after Mrs. Wommack was bitten the 
country was scoured for a madstone. One was 
found at the house of Mr. Perry Rodgers, who 
lives less than a quarter of a mile from Mes. 
Wommack’s. This was originally shaped 
like a watermelon, oran egg with both ends 
alike, but there were two parts that titted to- 
gether like buckeyesjin a pod. One of these 
was lost. The one used in Mrs. Wommack’s 
case is shaped like a pea, only the hollow is 
deeper. Itis alight, yellowish color, about 
ij inches long, and five-sixths of an inch in 
the other two dimens ions. It. is of 
about the consistency of ivory, harder 
and heavier than _ bone, and weighs 
about two ounces. This was used, but with no 
warked elfectin Mas. Wommack’s case. [1 
was taken originally from a horse’s head, not 
part of a bone but a loose formation just umer 
the skin about half way between the eye and 
nosiril,

WHAT TO Do. 

“Tt is, however, of much importance that 
iin mediate steps for the prevention of the ab- 
sorption of the venomous saliva should 
be taken by any one bitten 
by a suspected animal, and the 
most available method is to suck the wound 
thoroughly and then introduce into the open- 
ings made by the teeth an active c autery such 
as nitric acid. In ‘the absence of this, any 
strong anti septic winch may be ‘at hand 
shonld be used, and carbolic acid or spirits of 
turpentine serve a good purpose for injection 
into the wound.’
